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INTRODUCTION 


Information Bulletins Nos. 1-3 provide a prospectus for the 
public hearings, a current status report on the Eastern Slopes and a 
detailed description of the location of Information Centres pertinent 
to the hearings. A part of the hearings at each of the hearing loca- 
tions will be devoted to the examination of commercial development 
proposals. 

This bulletin contains a listing of the major development pro- 
posals in each of the five drainage basins under consideration. A map 
which shows the location of major development proposals is included 
for each of the drainage basins. Details of these major proposals are 
on file at those locations specified in Information Bulletin No. 3. 

The smaller proposals for personal land use will not be presented 
individually at the hearings. However, the land uses proposed will be 
the basis for discussion and public comment. The listings for each of 
this type of development are found under the heading "Other Proposals".
